Mitchell in his annual report to the 
United Mine Workers' convention al- 
luded to the heavy falling off in mem- 
betrship at the close of the year. He 
attributed this to the fact that from 
20.000 to 23.000 members were on 
Btrike and exonerated from the pay- 
ment of dues 
The greatest losses 


were sustained in the eastern bitumi- 
nous and anthracite fields. At no time 
since 1S97 has woik been so irregular 
and the coal trade so demorah/ed as 
at piesent 
Closing his reference to 


the anthracite situation Mr Mitchell 
eaid: "I fear the anthracite mine work-8 
ers will be unable to secure any fur- 
ther concessions or oven to maintain 
their present 
standard, unless they 


take immediate steps to perfect their 
organization " The strike in Colorado 
was a heavy drain on the national 
treasury. Mr Mitchell called attention 
to the use of "federal injunctions as 
applied in labor disputes and to tit* 
filing of damage suits against unions 
by hostile corporations. 
He believes 


if successful the^ latter lint of attack 
will do more to destroy unions than 
all other agencies combined.
